On Friday morning, as indica- 
tions of a settlement appeared, 
the truckers were alerted and 
they began to resume pick-ups 
put the milk wasn't unloaded 
until late in the afternoon when 
the striking dairy workers had 
ratified the strike settlement 
and gone back to work.

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Hi Of Health Unit Is 

Disease, 
Tells Lions 

CommnnUy health services can only be successful 
in the measure that the public supports them, Dr. I{. 

k i»fg; director of the York County Health Unit, told 
Jp dinner meeting of the Newmarket Lions club on 
^Monday night. 

Dr. King sketched the history 
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Of public health from its begin- 
nings in England a century ago 
until the development of the 
health unit of the present. "The 
health unit is the modern appli- 
cation of public health services," 
he said. 

The district i* well served by 
the hospital and practitioners, 
but the job of the health unit was 
not dealing with sicknev*, but 
pr'tvening sickness by means of! 
sanitation inspections, pre-natal 
and post-natal care, school nu7s- 
i n g, immunization campaigns, 
food inspections, water inspec- 
tions and other services, he said. 

"Our job is not to fight an 
epidemic or disease, but to pre- 
vent sickness" lie said. 

At the time of confederation, 
responsibility for public health 
wa ( ; given the provinces, and 
fifty in turn handed it' down to 
the municipal level. Municipal 
councils appointed practising doc- 
tors to act as their medical offic- 
ers of health. But as more was 
learned of the needs or public 
health, it became too difficult for 
n doctor to also assume the res- 
ponsibilities of public health as 
well as his practice and 8* a re- 
sult, the health unit was develop, 
cu wherein several municipalities 
employed a full-time public 
health staff. 

The York unit has 11 member 
municipalities with a main office 



m Newmarket and branches in 
Stouffvillc and Maple, it costs 
iVewmarket approximately <j 
cents per individual a year, and 
the government matches this 
charge dollar ftir dollar. 

Dr. King described the im- 
provement in anti-T.B. services 
in the district as a result of the 
unit's efforts. Clinics are now 
held more frequently. • 

He stressed the noed for im- 
[munixntion of children, pointing 
out that as the diseases of diph- 
theria, whooping cough and tet- 
anus had waned, there was a ten- 
dency of parents to be apathetic 
about having their children im- 
munized. "Disease can come 
from ijio farthest points in the 
globe undetecte 1 until they break 
put in otic homo?/ 1 he $*h\. warn- 
ing parents to take no chances. 

Dr. King was introduced by 
Wesley Brooks, town clerk, and 
thanked by Denne Bosworth.

As you have seen if you have 
read the previous three articles, 
the Aurora Planning Board has 
obligations to two authorities. 

The first is the town council 
which applied to the provincial 
department of planning, and had 
Aurora declared a planning area. 
The council then appointed the 
planning board, which is com- 
posed of six members, two ap- 
pointed each year for three years, 
with the addition of two mem- 
bers of council, and the mayor 
as ex-officio member. The plan- 
ning board reports annually, and 
more frequently when requested, 
to the town council. The town 

council frequently seeks the op- 
inion of the board. 

The second authority is the 
provincial department of plan- 
ning. All actions of the planning 
board must conform to the terms 
of the Provincial Planning Act. 
Previous to the appointment of 
a planning board, Aurora did not 
have adequate legislation to reg- 
ulate location of residences. Fre- 
quently, there was inadequate 
space between buildings, and 
overcrowding. After careful 
study of the way other munici- 
palities handled this question, 
the planning board drafted a by- 
law to regulate the use of land 
in these respects for residential 
j purposes. Tills draft was the 
basis of a by-law which is now 
in effect in Aurora. It should 
protect all property owners 
against future over-crowding and 
ensure reasonable space in front 
of all residences. 

A careful study was made of 
all land in Aurora in relation to 
industrial sites, business areas, 
residential areas, green belts and, 
these in relation to streets, sew- 
er facilities, water availability, 
etc. The recommendations of 
the planning board were present- 
ed to council at a joint meeting 
and the results of this study were 
incorporated in a Basic Land 
Use Plan, which gives the town 
a great measure of authority in 
protecting itself and its resi- 
dents. 

The new proposed by-law re- 
ferred to in the third article is 
intended to state more clearly the 
will of the council and the town 
in the broad application of this 
by-law. For instance, a broad 
industrial area is located, but

within that area there are sug- 
gestion s for different types of 
industries. The same is true of 
residential areas, some of which 
should be limited to single fam- 
ily dwellings, others will permit 
multiple family dwellings. 

The mention of "green belts" 
leads readily to the broad ques- 
tion of conservation. It was the 
judgment of the planning board 
that the population of Aurora 
can be limited by the present 
water supply, but if the water 
supply were protected or increas- 
ed, a community of much greater 
size might be adequately accom- 
modated. Of course, it might be 
argued that Lake Simcoe could 
yield a limitless supply of water 
— well, yes and at what price. Is 
that the solution? Our present 
water supply, apparently, has its 
rise within a radius of three 
miles to the south and south- 
west and south-east. On several 
occasions the Aurora Planning 
Board has taken the initiative in 
urging a conservation auihorily 
in relation to the Holland River 
of which the streams in Aurora 
are branches. 

We hope that an early meeting 
of representatives of Aurora, 
Newmarket, the townships of 
King and Whitchurch and others 
will set up an authority to do a 
constructive piece of work on 
this important matter. With not 
too great an effort the authority 
could protect the present water 
supply and add beauty and 
wealth to Aurora and its envir- 
ons. It may be too late to re- 
create water courses sufficient to 
run as many mills as were at 
one time operating on these 
streams, but much could be done 
and should be done. 

The green belt also brings up 
the question of parks. In its 
early days, the planning board 
had numerous meetings with 
every sort of society or group to 
discover the will of active people 
regarding the future hopes and 
fears for Aurora. The recrea- 
tion commission and the plan- 
ning hoard met and surveyed 
many areas for future parkland. 
The low lying area along the 
creek from the junction of Gur- 
nctt and Kennedy St. E. to Cous- 
ins Lane is now deeded to Aurora 
on the instigation of the planning 
board, for park purposes. This 
area could be extended further 
south to complete a sizable park. 
Such a park would give enjoy- 
ment to young and old and could 
be a drawing card for potential 
residents. 

A subsequent article will deal 
with two or three additional 
phases of the planning problem 
including subdivision procedure 
under the Planning Act.

CONFUSCIUS COULD HAVE TOLD 
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MILK ISSUES ARE EVERYBODY'S ISSUES 

This paper has given considerable space to the 
problems of marketing: milk in Toronto. It might seem 
that those issues are of little or no concern to New- 
market and Aurora readers. But at least half of the 
farmers in the district ship milk to Toronto, and their 
milk cheques are heavy contributions to the economy 
of the district. What affects those milk cheques affects 
every businessman in the district. 

A good many shippers didn't get their last Thurs- 
day's milk to market because of the strike. They won't 
be paid for that milk. The loss of one day's milk money 
is not heavy lo the individual but the amount must be 
sizeable when totalled — and that is money which will 
not be spent in the district. But even that loss could 
be overlooked if the shipper were receiving an adequate 
income for his product, lie is not, and the whole dis- 
trict suffers as a result. 

As it is now, the increases the shipper has had in 
recent months is equalized by rising costs. The price 
of milk has increased by a half cent on the Toronto 
market and will likely rise another half cent. The far- 
mer receives none of it, but the effect of the increase 
will be to reduce the volume of milk he sells. 

The dairy farmers are too small a part of the pop- 
ulation to cany much weight with the politicians, but 
their losses are the loss of all of us who live outside 
the cities. The brief of the Canadian Weekly News- 
papers Association, recently quoted in these columns, 
pointed out that increases in wages and prices in the 
cities were forcing an unequal economic burden upon the 
rural areas. Here is such an instance. 

The dairy farmers are small in numbers, but if 
they are supported by the whole of the rural popula- 
tion, that deficiency will be largely rectified. It is in 
their own interests for the rural and small town popu- 
lations to support them. 
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NOTHING HAS BEEN SETTLED 



There is no reason to believe that the settlement 
of the milk strike means the solution of the problems 
of marketing milk. The dairy worker may be satisfied, 
but the milk producer is not, nor is the consumer who 
is now paying a half-cent a quart more for his milk 
and must pay another half cent at a later date. 

All that has hem accomplished is another patching 
job, and at the expense of milk producer and milk con- 
sumer. 

It is quite true that the milk legislation provides for 
certain improvements, but they are theoretical, rather 
than practical. As Umg as the bulk of present milk 
legislation remains on the hooks as it is, then there 
can be no long-term improvements on mmk%Un% prac- 
tices which in Toronto, cost the consumer more and 
pay tins farmer less than on any of the other major 
markets in Canada. 

We cannot understand why, for example, milk 
must rise a half cent a quart lo pay a 93 inerea.se. The 
.sale of «00 quarts of milk covers the increase. We art; 
told the average driver .sells around 2,000 quails a 
week. Where does the half cent a quart on the remain- 
ing 1,400 quarts go? We are told that it is absorbed 
by other costs such as milk lo charitable institutions. 
But we confess, it doesn't make aense. Presumably, 
all tho:-:e "other costs" were covered before the increa.se. 

Regardless, it is a fact that the half-cent immmm 
is no inducement to increased sales, and if sales Jail, 
it will be the farmer who will bear the brant of the lose. 

Just how vulnerable the milk shijqjcr is was cluai ly 
demonstrated last week when first, the juke was frozen 
without making allowance for rising costs, and see.- 
ondly, the strike was called and the farmers wen: left 
with their cans of milk spoiling on the roadside. 

The price freeze was a clear effort to placate con- 
sumers. The strike demonstrated the power of 
organized labor. The shipper was squeezed between 
the two and his protests were unheard. The polities 
of the first, and the unchecked power of the second 
have left a nasty taste hi 11ms mouth of the shipper, 
and it is not sweetened by the obvious fact that out 
of all this mess, nothing has been done to remedy the 
basic causes, the outmoded methods of handling the 
sale of milk which are required by the govcrnmoulls 
legislation. 

THE "BIG BROTHER" ACT 

Provincial grants lo the town of Newmarket in 
1050 totalled $52/177, plus a grant lo the high school 
area board which totalled $60,101. Newmarket's share 
of the high school cost was roughly one third of the 



total revenues, so Newmarket's share in the grant could 
be estimated at ?20,000 or so. If this amount is added 
to the above, it means that almost 30 percent of the 
entire revenue to the town of $217,9 1 1 comes from the 
provincial government. 

A break-down of the grants shows the following 
payments: roads, $l0 s 230.«o; relief assistance, $2,770.- 
79; Home for the Aged, $326; Children's Aid, $1,01(5; 
recreation (including grant to arena), $5,559; fire de- 
partment, $95)1.96; police, §3,171.12; library, $77.55; 
public school, $25,002.75; separate school, $2,G97.87. 

The grant fur the high school is made to the board, 
not separately to the member municipalities but New- 
market's share, as estimated above, is $20,000. New- 
market is also one of the 11 members of the York County 
Health unit and to Newmarket's share of the cost, one 
mill on the equalized assessment, the provincial gov- 
ernment adds dollar for dollar. 

Needless to say, these funds are very necessary to 
the administration of Newmarket, but unfortunately, 
the government places conditions upon every cent it 
hands out so that the municipalities are obliged to fol- 
low provincial policies whether they approve or not. In 
the health unit, for example, the grant is much higher 
than it would be lo the municipality that retained its 
own board of health and while the unit is preferable 
hero, it might not be elsewhere. The same applies to the 
school grants. At the present time, the system of grants 
makes it almost obligatory for union school sections to 
be set up. Again, while it is preferable here, it might 
not be elsewhere. 

In effect, the whole principle of paying grants boils 
down lo the imposition of provincial policies upon local 
administrations, a procedure which substantially weak- 
ens the latter. And while the province has frequently 
exerted its influence to improve local administrations. 
there is always the danger that the "Big Brother" act 
will be overdone to ultimate destruction of local govern- 
ments. 






CANT HAVE CAKE . . . 

In its brief to the provincial government rocontly, 
the Trades and Labor Congress urged that a five-day, 
40-liour week, without any loss of tnkc-hotiu* pay, bi> 
made mandatory. A little further on, the brief nolos 
that the Canadian standard of living has been seriously 
reduced by "excessive price increases". 

Labor has won reduced hours and increased wages 
time and time again since the war. These concessions 
were not accompanied by increases in production. The 
difference was made up by higher prices, the same "ex- 
cessive price increases" deplored in the brief. 

"The lim dollar is only a parody of the tffi&i dollar 
in so far as purchasing power is concerned/' says the 
brief. 

But how can ymi expect a dollar to do mure and 
more for you when you do less anil less for it? asks 
Mr. H. (I fJardiner, president of the Hank of Montreal, 
in his recent report. 

The plain fact is thai unless product iyn can be 
maintained, more wages ami shorter hours are simply 
going (o be added on lo the i*osl of the finished product.

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Now that the milk delivery 
strike is a thing of the past, 
maybe we could have one more 
look at it. before we return to 
more important things, such as 
trying to get the swelling out ox 
the udder of a first call helfev 
and figuring out the seeding 
phut for this spring. 

Has the strike accomplished 
anything? Well, to us it proved 
first of all that a strike is like 
a cold. When you think you 
are going to get it, you have to 
get it before you get better. 
There seems to be a psycholog- 
ical factor involved. When » 
group of men gets used to the 
idea of .striking, they have to 
strike before settling. Our 
guess is that they were fascin- 
ated by the power thai seems 

to tie behind the word strike. 
At that they settled fast enough. 
We didn't think Ihey would be- 
fore the long weekend was over. 
It also showed us that the 
dairies aren't blessed with any 
mote grey matter than is essen- 
tial to keep alive. We certain- 
ly do not carry any brief for 
Upii, but to m it seemed that 
while they were arguing about 
measly six bucks, they were 
loosing their most precious ar- 
gument towards getting a perm- 
anent raise in the milk price, 
namely that they had to follow 
the recommendation of the c*m- 
othation board. In the end they 
had to pay it, and they must 
have lost money on that argu- 
ment. The thing that atmucd 
ite, though, was the easy way 
they forked over that retro- 
active pay, when only given 
half the raise they asked. 1 
wonder how much of that was 

money they figured they would 
have to give the producers 
sootier or later. 

The ne\t thiug that stands 
out in our mind is, of course, 
Ihe fart that the milk control 
board, or we should say the old 



board and one more man wha 
deesn't know a darn thing about 
it. unwittingly established a . 
price differential. We are sure 
that they tumbled on it by ac- 
cident, but bigger discoveries 
have been made by the same 
method, and let us be grateful 
for small mercies anyway. 

And finally one more thing. 
We wish we could be us well 
organised as labor is. Concili- ; 
ation or no conciliation, and all 
the justices of the supreme 
court and old Joe Stalin him- 
self, and all the briefs the Fed- 
eration of Agriculture can fig- 
ure out on our^ behalf (that is if 
they are over their margarinit- 
is) will not accomplish what a 
nice little, well organized, uoisy 

strike could do. 

What's In the future? The 
milk producers have to find ;>n 
entirely new approach to this 
whole problem. While the 
government (which by the way 
looked plenty foolish to us oh 
the whole thing) patches things 
that have been patched for 
years, we should attempt to do 
some hard thinking and f iodine, 
a new solution or at least a new 
approach. 

For example, we should prove 
to the new board that it is a 
floor price we need under the 
milk and not a ceiling. We 
should say that if the govern- 
ment will audit the dairies in aO:_ 
hupiiry into the cost of process- 
ing, maybe they should inquire 
into our costs imtX give us* a 
raise. They should be persuad- 
ed to start figuring a milk price/ 
.starting at the cow and not 
stalling at the milk can off the 
truck in Torouto. Do you sup- 
pose we could count ou the 
mayor of Toronto to know that 
milk comes from cows and not 
milk cans? It he could learn 
that much along with the rest 

of ihe new board, he might even 
be asset to our cause.

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four tablespoons of the powder 
to an eight-ounce cup of water. 

Using these proportions you 
are simply putting buck into the 
milk the water that has been 
taken from it. Of course, if you 
add the water to skim-milk pow- 
der you have the equivalent of 
skim-milk, and water "added to 
whole-milk powder produces the 
equivalent of whole-milk. 

In baking and cooking it is 
very convenient to use the pow- 
dered milk by mixing it with 
the other dry ingredients and 
adding the water separately In 
the recipe where it says to add 
the milk.

Mix sugar, fluur, salt and milk 
powder. Add cold water, blend- 
ing until smooth.

The food value of milk is un- 
disputed. When we ure consid- 
ering our milk quota for the 
day, as laid down for us in 
Canada's food rules — at least o 
pint for children up to 1% years, 
at least one and one half pints 
for adolescents, and at least a 
half pint for adults— we can 
think not only of bottled milk 
but also of evaporated milk and 
milk powder. Incidentally, don't 
forget that a Canadian pint is 
20 fluid ounces or, ill oiher 
words, the amount that two and 
one half eight-ounce measuring 
cups will hold. 

Evaporated milk is fresh milk 
from which about 60 percent of 
the water has been removed by 
evaporation. That is why fhc 
manufacturers give directions 
for using an equal amount of 
water with evaporated milk 
when it is being used in place 
of bottled milk. Practically all 
evaporated milk made in Canada 
has vitamin D added to it 
through irradiation by utlra-vio- 
let rays. According to law, if 
evaporated milk is labelled "ir- 
radiated**, a 16-ounce can must 
contain at least 400 international 
units of Vitamin D, which is the 

daily amount recommended for 
growing persons. 

Condensed milk differs from 
evaporated milk in that cane 

sugar is added after the milk stirring constantly until mixture 



has been evaporated. Because of 
this added sugar it is not pos- 
sible to reconstitute condensed 
milk to whole milk and it has 
more limited uses. 

There are two kinds of milk 
powder now being made and sold 
in Canada. Special interest is 
being shown in skim-milk pow- 
der, or non-fat milk solids as 
the powder is sometimes called. 
This has become available in 
small quantities for the consum- 
er. In making powder* practi- 
cally all of the water Is removed 
from the milk. Actually only 
five percent or less of the weight 
of the powder is water. With 
cither whole-milk powder or 
skim-milk powder, the directions 
for reliquifying call for using 



thickens. Beat egg yolks, com- 
bining' with a little of hot mix- 
ture stud odd to remainder of 
hot mixture in double boiler. 
Cook 3 minutes. Remove from 
heat and add butter and vanilla. 
Cool and pour into baked pic 
shell. 

Beat egg whites and salt until 
frothy; add cream of tartar and 
beat until whites form peaks. 
Beat in sugar one tbsp. at a 
time. Continue beating until 
sugar is thoroughly dissolved. 

Pile lightly on cream filling, 
covering right to edge of crust 
to prevent shrinking. Bake 
until delicately browned in a 
moderately slow oven, 325 c , 
about 15 minutes. Yield: one 
9-inch pie.

Citizenship involves all that is 
pure and fine in the world. Its 
qualities include a . desire for 
truth and f airplay; moderation, 
independence; a willingness to 
accept the views of others; to 
think a problem through to an 
accurate conclusion; to accept 
new ideas and methods; to use 
opportunities and liberties wise- 
ly. 
Translated into the everyday 

living which faces you and me as 
women in a small community, it 
means that the foundations of 

citizenship rest with us. For in 
the home is the starting spot for 
teaching an understanding of 
democracy. 

So often we say, "Oh, I'm just 
a housewife". We fail to realize 
the important contributions 
which women in their homes 
make to the nation's strength. 
The same principles of fair play 
which we practice in our homes 
apply between nations at the lev- 
el of world government. Here is 
where children first learn how 
to live well and what is even 
more important, to live well with 
others. 

No one inherits an understand- 
ing of citizenship, but must learn 
it. If patterns of behaviour 
were inherited we might expect 
the nurse's daughter to be born 
with a knowledge of nursing; to 
be able to apply the correct 
splint in an emergency case, 
never having received any first 
aid training. This is not so. 
What children do inherit is the 
better environment which wc 
build for them. 

One of our most important 
tasks as parents is to give our 
children faith in themselves. Do 
we constantly nag them and be- 
little their efforts? How can wc 
help them to find security with- 
in themselves? Their minds arc 
the seed beds, ready for the sow- 
ing. Are we good gardeners? Do 
we choose the seed with care, 
tend it lovingly; giving it the 
necessary elements for satisfac- 
tory growth? This is citizenship 

at work. 
We all know how children imi- 



and self-conscious people. Is that 
not a true accusation? If we 
were less self-conscious and less 
self-critical we would be able to 
accomplish so much more. We 
arc afraid of what others will 
say. We are afraid to attempt 
something new , ♦ . an office in 
our organization, public speak- 
ing, convening a committee. 
What a waste of human effort 
there is in every community be- 
cause we do not trust our abili- 
ties. 

The actress, Helen Hayes, tells 
of the night she had a particu- 
larly difficult role in an opening 
play. She was so nervous that 
she could hardly apply her make- 
up. Finally she confided in her 
daughter, Mary, who was with 
her. Mary and her mother were 
very close. Miss Hayes said, 
"Mary, this isn't first-night ner- 
vousness. I have to do a silly 
dance and I'm afraid that I'll fall 
in the middle of it." With the 
candor of youth, Mary replied, 
"So you'll fall. So the worst will 
happen. So you'll pick yourself 
up and start all over again." 
Helen Hayes tells us that she 
found how prophetic the words 
were when, two years later Mary, 
so gifted and lovable, died of 
polio.

O.H.A. hockey was sus- 
pended until after war years,

In A company the following 

year it was Georgetown which 
ousted them in the finals. The 
next year, group winners and the 
quarter-finals. Last year ousted 
along with Stouffvillo Clippers 
for player eligibility infractions. 
That's a record that few can tic 
or equal in Ontario, and some 
day you can expect to see an* 
other championship in Markharn, 
especially after It gets its own 
artificial ice. The rift between 
Stouffvillo ond Markharn and the 
splitting of players and in some 
cases life-long friendships too 
was something that couldn't be 
I avoided by reason of the passing

With the ex- 
ception of Joint McComb and 
one or two others, it really 
wasn't an Aurora team in the 
real sense of the word, llert 
Turney, who played for Wood- 
bridge this season, was a mem- 
ber of that club. Beyond that, 
it was either 1935 of 193U that 
Aurora intermediates went be- 
yond their group, losing out to 
Gravenhoitst in the second round. 

The Aurora team was compos- 
ed, as we recall it, of Les Hart in 
goal, Kric "Kusty" White, Wllkie 
Flcury, Bruce Browning. Percy 
Preston, Ken Rose, Normie Woon, 
Bob McCabe, Shorty Turan. Bob 
Scott, Bruce Foolc, Gar Preston, 
Ted Henney and the late Wes 
lleaney. G raven hurst took Aur- 
ora in Aurora by two goals, get- 
ting all the breaks, before one of 
the largest crowds ever to appear 
in the Aurora arena. At Grav- 
enhurst with a weakened team, 
Aurora just about upset the ap- 
plecart by holding Gravenhurst 
to m tie. It was a fine club with 
little or no pay-roll and lots of 
zip.
